the lime has arrived for the people to take things into their 
own hands. He;prcdicted Hint a labor pai'ly will be in action in 
the 1920 campaign and declared that "such a party should 
include all who work for a living, from.hod carriers to college 
professors—everybody who works with hand or brain." That 
would include nearly the entire adiill population of the coun- 
try, and with such a parly in the (ield there would be little 
room-or use for any other. :Mr, Holmes is especially bitter 
against the American Federation of Labor, which he pro-, 
noiinces an ally of (he capitalist class. He says it lias a splen- 
did record of past achievements, but no vision for the future, 
arid he gave it as his belief that .a new parly is necessary to' 
save the country from ruin. 


And the new party is coming, if it has not already arrived, 


according to a dispatch from Cleveland, O., which says a.con- 
vention of the National Labor party is to be held in Chicago in 
November, and that there will be in attendance from l,500 to 
2.QOO delegates representing "several thousand labor organ- 
izations in all parts of the country."
